Resign from 
Committees 
In Protest 

KINGSTON (CUP) — Members 
of two residence committees at 
Queen's University have resigned 
in protest of wliat wa^ termed 
"unjust and arbitrary" actions of 
tlic residence administration lol- 
lowing i a reversal of a decision 
of a student court 

The entire student committee 
of Morris Hall resigned in protest 
over the administration's action 
after a recent decision of the Mc- 
Neil House administration to ex- 
pc]i a student. 

A lenient view of an offense 
— considered to be of an odious 
nature — was taken by the stud- 
ent court because it; felt there 
were "exlehnatlne ' circunutan- 
ces." . 

The court would have expelled 
llio student from ' residence for 
two weeks, and left him on pro- 
bation for the remainder of the 
vffar. However, the house warden, 
br. F. D- Barratt overruled this 
decision, and ordered the student 
excelled for the rest of the year. 

The chairman of the committee 
and the chief justice of the court 
then resigned stating,-'''we cannot 
accept, both as a matter of cons- 
cience, and as a matter of fulfil- 
ling a meaningful function, our 
present position of being forced 
to concede all the way to the 
ad*"inistration's viewpoint." 

Chief Justice Don Fraser told 
tlio Queen's Journal that he had 
attempted unsuccessfully to med- 
iate between staff and students, 
!>nd that the refusal of the rcsi- 
d3nce authorities to make any 
.ep-noromisc with the student 
©r'lt of view forced him to resign. 
!ll \ member of the Morris Hall 
committee said that the McNeil 
House dcckion had been unjust 
He stressed that this was only one 
instance of what he termed, a 
"^(•neral principle" of injustice. 

An editorial in the Journal also 
cbimed that, "this was only the 
Irlest in a scries of heavy-handed, 
ppternalistic actions by the resl- 
d.->nce staff. There would almost 
sncm to ha a concerted plan on 
Uieir part to . gradually place 
r>ore and more childish restric- 
tions on the liberty of the resi-

McGlll Enters lUDL Finals; 
Gains Two Narrow Victories

McGiU is now in the Inter 
University Debating League fin- 
als as a result of split-decision 
victories in two debates against 
Saint Patrick's College of Otta- 
wa last night 

In the lUDL contests, two de- 
bates are held on the same night 
at each of the competing univers- 
ities. McGill won each of these 
debates last night by a two-one 
split of the three judges. 

At Saint Patrick's in Ottawa, 
. Irwin Cotler and J. J. Elkin suc- 
cessfully advanced the topic: 
"Resolved that the Canadian Gov- 
crnment should take steps to 
curb the growing power of labour 
unions In Canada". 



At the same time, at UcGill, 
Les Malcovitch and Gordon 
Echenberg eked out another split 
decision, although they lost in 
the total points given by the 
three judges. They took the 
negative side of the same topic 

In the debate at McGill, Mal- 
covitch and Echenberg were op- 
posed by Llovd Brennan and 
Martin Monaghan. The debate 
was' chaired by Peter White of 
the Debating Union, who Intro- 
duced the first speaker for the 
affirmative, Lloyd Brennan. 

' He began the debate by defin- 
ing the resolution: He 'said! that 
the affirmative took the crucial 
words "Canadian Government" 
to mean all governments in Can- 



ada, both federal and provincial, 
as stated in the BNA Act. 

Brennan continued by listing 
the three reasons which thc'af' 
firmative felt- were sufficient 
grounds, for .government control 
of the unions: they have become 
dangerously powerful, they are 
riddled with corruption, and they 
infringe upon the rights of the 
individual. 

Les Malcovitch countered for 
McGill by challenging the def- 
inition of the resolution made by 
the affirmative. He claimed that 
the word "Government" was sin- 
gular and therefore applied only 
to ' the federal government. He 
mahitained also that "Uiere has 
been no growth of unions out of 



proportion with the growth of Ca- 
nada's national economy". 

The second speaker for Saint 
Patrick's was Martin Monaghan, 
who named SQme cases where 
union leaders have trled.to-organ- 
ize all the workers' In an industry 
Into a union, and listed several 
instances of picket line violence. 

He claimed that the union exe- 
cutive becomes filled with "sub- 
versives and racketeers" who try 
lo hold back progrès^ by perpe- 
tuating antiquatctl conditions. 

McGill's Gordon Echenberg ans- 
wered by noting tiiat tiie affirma- 
tive had not challenged the nega- 
tive's dcrmition of the resolution, 
and daimed that thus the dcrmi- 
tion must be accepted. .

Dystrophy 

Tlie 2BT Fraternity at McGill 
are sponsoring a ValcnÙnes Ball 
at Victoria hSiI this coirSng Frl- 
day etening. All proceeds Sf tho 
dance are being turned over to the 
Muscular Dystrophy AssocIaUon of 
Canada, . , 

'This is the first Urac that any 
fraternity at McGIll has underta- 
ken a social service project of this 
size and scope. "We have been 
working guitc arduously on to this 
project since the beginning of the 
fall term," said Lionel "Drulus" 
Schwartz and Howard Cohen co- 
chah-mcn of the ZBT project "and 
we_^enraestly hope that all àlcGill 
students will support our efforts by 
altcndmg the affair". The 63 bro- 
Ihors of tiie chapter have been soil- 
citing advcrlisements from the ee- 
neral public since the end of Octo-' 
per. and as of to-day over $3,000 
ps been collected. These nds will 
5«iR«;Wuhed in a booklet to bo 
distributed at the dance. Tlio fra- 
ernity hopes to .raise about $1000 
in their social service project. If 
all goes well as is expected this 
year, tlio ZBT fraternity is plan- 
ning to hold a giant muscular dys-' 
trophy "radiothon" in tlie subse- 
quent year. 

Muscular dystrophy is a fatal 
disease of which there is no known 
cause or cure. There are somo 
20,000 victmis of muscular dystro- 
phy ^In Canada most of whom ara 
children. Hie disease attacks, the 
voluntary muscles in the body and 
turas them lOto fat tissue. These 
children do not even reach allies-: 
ccnce before Lbey are fatally crip- 
pled by tills dreaded disease. 
About 80% of all monies collected 
go to aid research in tlie disease, 
and the other 20% aid in the pur- 
chasing of wheel diaks and bra- 
ces etc. Dr. Essau Hoseln. a pro- 
fessor of bio-chemlstry at McGill is 
currently doing research' in this 
Field. Voluntary workers, like the 
ZBT Fraternity, arc organized to 
provide direct services and give 
comfort and advice to patients. 
Twenty-four projects are now un- 
der way- in University centres 
across Canada involving scores of 
Scientists. ,

The revolution in reading value brought about by 
paper-backed books can be evidenced by a visit to the Pen- 
guin Book Show in the Walter Stewart Room of the 
Union. It is truly remarkable that, in these years of in- 
flation, one can still purchase a volume by Shakespeare 
or Jung or Newton for less than the price of a cocktail. 
It is equally remarkable, in this age of education and 
enlightenment,, that a selection of valuable writings such 
as the one in the Union this week only comes to McGill 
"on Display"/ once a' year. ' : - i • 

This situation is, of course, not the fault of the Book 
Store. They simply havenôt the floor space to keep .such 
a large number of books in their current premises on Mc- 
Tavish Street, In fact, the management of the Store is 
to be ddngratulajted on its initiative in going out of its 
way to prganize à show for our benefit. Not having the 
space on McTa^>^sh; they have' had to find' space ]b1s«|-- 
whère, to "set up .shop" for such a short time, and to 'pro- 
mote a generally, inconvenient (for them) affair. 

The one-week display of paper-backs is only a taste 
of what we could have if the Book Store had more room 
to keep on permanent display the many valuable volumes 
now" In the Stewart Room. A New Union, if constructed 
in accordance' with present plans, would not only pro- 
vide for the'iiew. and added dining and social space which 
. this university needs, but it would also provide the Book 
Store with sufficient room to afford students a perma- 
nent selection of books three or four times the size of 
their current one. 

And by the way, the profits of the bookstore accrue 
diriJctly-to the students, in that they aré used for the 
maintenance of the Students'^ Union. The more books 
that are sold, the more profit gained,, the . more money 
for the Union, the more space for more books to be dis- 
pkyed, the more_ books that will be sold, the more 

' God Save Q Canada 

We were disappointed t"he other night at the Red 
and White Revue — though not at all surprised — to find 
the orchestra playing God Save the Queen, in the guise 
of our national anthem, before the first act. Not that we 
really object to God Save the Queen, but rather we ob- 
ject to the lack of an anthem otCanadian character. 

. True, there is no "official"- Canadian national an- 
them. But th 'oiigh yeai^Sj of precedent it is 0 Canada, 
and not the ah hem of aiforeign power which is accepted 
as Canada's tit tional hymn. And Ihose who would claim 
God Save the Qiieen as national anthem had better chan- 
ge countries, fpr how can the national anthem' of one. 
country (in this case the United Kin:,'dom)>be also "na- 
tional" anthem of another. International perhaps, and 
deserving of respect because of our membership in the 
Conimonwealth of Nations, but never "national". 

Canada will celebrate its one hundredth anniver.sary 
as a nation in seven years. ,- Consider how unfitting it 
would be to mark this great event without a national 
anthem — it i.s bad enough posic.ssing only a "distinct- 
ive" Canadian flag (that of the BHtish merchant marine 
with slight modification). While flags and anthems, mere 
.symbols, are of relative unimportance in themselves, we 
must realize that they are the. outward symbol of an 
inner uiiity. As long as Canadians cannot ^settle'oh a flag 
or an anthem, we must accept this as a demonstration 
that we are livinfr only in a collection of provinces, and 
not a unified nation. ^ 

Returning, however, to the ihôrecimmediate problem, 
of our disappointment incurred'^ïïtf'thè' Red . and White 
Revue's otherwise fine perforraance.^Vhy not play 0 Co- 
nadal We are sure it would not take the orchestra long 
to pick up the tune. And if there is enough demand for 
God Save the Queen, play it too. In this way we at Mc- 
Gill would start Anglo-Saxon Montreal on the road to 
appi-ecîàtirtg our -fine, though unofficial, national; an- 
them.* ' In ,the same vein, why. not at all McGIll events 
where God>Sa.ve the Queen is usually played?' 

As things .stand now, we are getting nowhere fast. 
A little proddinjg on our part will not do any .harm to- 
wards getting a national anthem officially, accepted for 
Canada. ^ - 



New Union Chairman Answers 
Architecture's Questions 

Sir : 

I want lo lhank your corres- 
pondenU^afdie and DuVernet 
for câUin^tjtëntion'lo the impor- 
tance, of : proper architecture on 
the McGilt campus, particularly 
with regard to the New Union. 
This Is, I feel, a serious ques- 
tion, and I do not want it thought 
for a moment that I am in favour 
of tlie "Donner Building" type 
of work which has appeared la- 
tely. - 

Your correspondents, however, 
inalte three important points 
which deserve special considera- 
tion. Firstly, they deplore the 
fact, that McGill Is 'erècting buil- 
dings without taking advantage : 
of the staff of the School of Ar-' 
chitecture, Whether McGill is 
wise in hiring outside architects 
rather than its own professors Is ' 
a complicated question ; I hope 
your correspondents realize that- 
It Is not a matter over which my 
committee has any jurisdiction. 

Secondly, the fear is cjcpress- , 
ed that a student committee 
such as my own Is not likely to 
know architecture well enough 
to plan tbe New Union. I whole- 
heartedly agree. The Board of 
Governors last year retained the 
architectural firm of Lawson, 
Betts, Cash to draw these 
plans, and it Is this firm which 
has completed the drawings in 
question. The function of my • 
committee in this regard was 
solely advisory, making use of 
our combined knowledge of stu- 
dent affairs at McGill, and our 
experience at some 47 different 
Unions. As architects, my com- 
mlttee members and myself 
would-be,, worse than "ama- 



teurish"; as advisors with ex- 
perience in the field of College 
' Unions, I feel that my committee 
members are the. best to be 
found at McGill and I want to 
pay tribute' to these people for 
their excellent work. ' 

Finally, the disappointment is 
expressed that I have not ap- 
pointed to the committee an 
architecture student. I have ma- 
ny friends in architecture and I 
do not want it thought that I 
have gone out of my way to ex- 
clude a member of this faculty. 
That would be utter nonsense, 
and I am sure that your corres- 
pondents do not wish to imply 
this.!The architectural work was 
laid by the, Board of Governors 
solely in the hands of the firm 
retained; the students 'act as 
adviior8.il:WouId be happ:^ io ap- 
point to jihy e(iminit|ee kn- Ar-. 
chitecturje^nudenit.wljo Is an ex- 
pert |in liriltns or in College ac- 
tivities. 'Appointing !a student 
to act as an architectural ad- 
visor might, 1 fear, serve only to 
antagonize the firm in ques- 
tion, and disturb relations on 
the Committee. I may add that 
the firm being /deaU..j with -en- 
Joys the full confi^eiiee of the 
! Student Committee. '- ' 

Considering the facts. I hope 
your correspondents will agree 
that my committee has acted in 
the best interests of the Stu- 
dents' Society. That surely was 
our intention. -

On Hereditary Disease 



Dr. F. Fraser, prolessor of ge- 
netics at McGill University, will 
speak on Ciiromosomal Disease 
to ttie McGill Prc-Mcdical Soci- 
ety tomorrow at noon. 

}{is tallc, will elaborate on tic- 
reditary diseases as well as others 
such as hemophilia, baldness, and 
obesity. 

Dr. Fraser has written over fif- 
ty scientific paper:). Among his 
special interests are genetiCf. as- 
pects of epilepsy, experimental 
production of cleft palate with 
cortisone and other hormones, 
and congenital malformations in 
human beings. The topic of one 
of the papers he co-authored was 
"The role of genetics and other 
pre-natal factors in disorders of 
childhood." 

Professor Fraser went on to 
win his MSc, PhD, and MDCM at 
McGill, after having earned his 
BSc with honours in biology at 
Acadia. He started his teaching, 
career as a lecturer In Geneticsr 
at McGill in J946. -He became ah 
assistant t professor il in fi. 1950 , andl 



an associate professor in 1955. 
Recently he was promoted to the 
rank of full professor ot gene- 
tics. He was appointed director 
of medical genetics at Montreal 
Children's Hospital in 1951..
